Agricultural Statistics. 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—The following 
statement of the corn and wheat crops of 1850 
aud 1381 is furnished by the Department of 
Agriculture: There are seven States that pro- 
duce surplus corn. These States together 
yielled 1,045,00) bushsls in 1889 and 737,000,- 
000 in IS8i. By the 20th of March returns 
estimating the quantity of corn of ihe last crop

2 percent. In 188) the Mabilities the first 
quarter were but $12,000,000, but 1879 they 
were $43,000,000, and in 1878 $82,000,000, 
for 3,255  tailures. So, as compared 
with the first quarter of 1878, the first quarter 
of 1882 shows to good advantage with 1,165 
fewer failures and fifty-two millions less lia- 
bilities.

From the Scientific American. 

One of the most vaiuable developments of 
modern science along the line of human ne- 
cessitvy is the National Weather Bureau at 
Washington. Wxperience has shown that 
cighty-six per cent of the predictions of the 
signal service are accurate; and these predic- 
tions are unquestionably of the greatest ad- 
Vantage tothe seaman, the ggriculturist and 
the entire commercial world.

Mr. Tilden’s Shanty. 
**Gath’’ in the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

I went to-day to iook at Samuel J. Tilden’s 
new house in Gramercy Park, where also live 
Hugh J. Jewett, Clarkson Petter and a con- 
siderable political class. Most of the houses 
on this square are either brown stone or red 
brick, with high stoops—‘“‘stoop” meaning, in 
the old Dutch phraseology, the space under- 
neath the first story, where you must stoop to 
go into the basement. At a high-stoop house 
vou stand up straight and walk into the base- 
ment from the pavement without going down 
any steps. New York has no alleys between 
the blocks, and all slops, ashes, etc., have to 
be brought out to the front of the house 
through this lower nent. ston or haif-story. 

Mr. Tilden had a brown-stone house three 
stories and the stoop high, and in place of it 
he had constructed a stone-front about 
eighty feet in width, peculiar to look at, but 
it seemed to me not as nice in proportions as 
the old house he once occupied. The front is 
made up of stones of diffehent colors—brown, 
blue and red—and two great bays run up 
three stories, each standing out boldly from 
the front. Tbe house itself is four stories 
high, besides the basement. There is con- 
siderable carving at various parts of the front, 
but it is minute, and has to be picked out 
with some difficulty on the large surface 
of the house. I observed on one of the Days 
near the top of the house carved storks 
in the top of the stone, Down near the 
ground, between the two bavs,is a rather ir- 
relevant group of heads in high relief, each 
nearly life-size. The two ee heads are 
inscribed ‘‘Shakspeare”’and“ Milton. ’’ Below, 
in the center, is Franklin, and below that are 
the two heads of “Goethe” and ‘‘Dante.”’ It 
looked a little odd to see so much of the 
schoolmaster on the front of the house, as 
any person at all familiar with facts would 
know who the four men were. The impres- 
sion is clearly conveyed to the mind thata 
rich man owns the house, and it would also 
be deduced that he might be a literary man: 
but the contour of the upper part of the house 
is so ragged that, like many of these new con- 
structions in New rork, borrowed from for- 
eign mode!s, a doubt remains whether it is as 
pretty as the fine old houses where our mer- 
chants and gentlemen hived before these fan- 
tastic days.

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A RAILROAD MURDER.

—A Gambler’s Knd. 
+ Louisville Special to Cincinnati Commercial. 

The early train over the O. & M. Road this 
morning brought to this city the body of a 
victim of one of the most sensational and sick- 
ening tragedies, in all its details, that bas 
ever occurred. Among the passengers on the 
train was a well-dressed, fine-looking and 
genteel-appearing man about 35 years of age, 
who attracted considerable attention by his 
strange actionse—evidently caused by the 
influence of too much whisky. As the train 
drew near Sparksville, about $:20 this morn- 
ing, he became more and more excited 
and finally commenced yelling and -jump- 
ing around, asserting that the other pas- 
sengers. were conspiring to rob him. 
Unavailing efforts were made to quiet him, 
but he only grew more excited and finally 
jumping to his feet he pulled a revolver from 
his pocket and pointing it directly at the 
breast of the nearest passenger, fired before 
he could be checked. The ball took immedi- 
ate and fatal effect on the unfortunate victim, 
and he rolled onto the floor of thecar a 
corpse. The greatest excitement prevailed 
among the passergers, and a rush was made 
for the assassin, now thoroughly crazed. The 
brakeman of the train succeeded in grappling 
with him,and a terrible struggie ensued along 
the aisle of the car, out of the door, 
and on to the platfurm. Here the brake- 
man managed to free himself from the 
maniac, and started to run into the sleeping 
car. The murderer raised his revolver again 
and fired at the retreating brakeman, with- 
out effect,'and then with a tremendous spring 
leaped from the train, which Was going at 
the rate of forty miles an hour. The place 
where the jump was made was about midway 
between Sparksville and Medora, Ind., near 
a creek, which the railroad crosses over a 
high bridge. 

The body of the unfortunate victim was 
brought to this city, where from papers found 
on his person he was identified as Mr. Alex. 
C. Wingate, of Lexington, Ky. He was a 
well-appearing gentleman, about forty years 
old, over six feet high and powerfully built. 
The bullet entered his breast, exactly in the 
center, midway between the nipples, and 
lodged in the body. Telegrams were sent to 
Lexington, and the remains will be forwarded 
there after the inquest to-morrow. 

Now comes the strangest part of the 
tragedy. The next train to Louisville brought 
the body of the maniac. It seems that his 
fearful leap in the dark did not injure himin 
the least, for his clothes were found hanging 
on the bridge over the creek referred to, fully 
half a mile from the place where he jumped, 
A search in the creck was made, and the 
naked body of the man was found some dis- 
tance down the stream. He had evi. 
dently Janded from the train all right, 
had walked to the _ bridge, and there, 
coolly divesting himself of all his clothes, 
had deliberately committed suicide. by 
drowning. In his pockets were found $6 in 
eash, a tine gold watch, and an express re- 
eeipt for $450, consigned to himself, sent from 
Ei Paso, Texas, to West Salem, Ohio. There 
were no papers or marks on the clothing to 
identify him, and his name and residence are 
unknown. There was not the slichtest alter-

COLD-BLOODED ASSASSINATION. 


Postmaster Yerger’s House Seton Fire and 
He is Shot by an Assassin, 


Information was received in this city last 
nightof anether assassination in Southeast 
Missouri. The scene of the murder was the 
little town of Antonio, thirty miles from St. 
Louis, on thé Lami Ferry road, in Jeéffsrson 
county. The statements are to the effect that 
between 12 and 1 o’clock at night the 


residence and general merchandise. store of 
Joseph Yerger, a prominent and wealthy _citi- 

zen of Antonio, was fired by an incendiary, 
who had covered the store front with petro- 

leum. Atthe alarmof fire Mr. Yerger rushed 
from his house to the large pump in front of 
the building and began to draw water to ex- 
tinguish the flames. While engaged in this 
employment a shot was fired trom the dark- 
ness beyond, and Yerger cried 
out: ‘*[’'m shot.’’ The next 
instant a bullet pierced his heartand a third 
bali passed through his leg. Neighbors hur- 

ried towards him and started tor the black- 

smith shop adjacent, but before reaching it 
Yergerexpired. Deceased owned the largest 
store, saloon and mill at Antonio, was largely 
interested in lead mines and occupied the po- 

sition of Postmaster. He nad resided in Jef- 

ferson county for thirty-five years and left a 
wife and five children. Yerger was estimated 
to be worth $50,000 and did an extensive busi- 
nessin loans, and it is declared that harsh- 
nessin the colleetion of intérest had so0me- 
thing to do with the crime. Suspicion points 
to one Tressler, who had purchased a team of 
horses from Yer ger, giving a mortgage on his 
farm, andthen1anawayto Kansas City witn 
the team. Yerger had him brought back to 
Hillsboro and sentenced to jail for six months, 
and Tressier is alleged tohuve declared his 
intention of killing his prosecutor 
as soon as released. An ing vest 
was held yesterday by Dr. Brewster, the 
County Coroner, who had Sheriff Jones, 
Treasurer Clark and Prosecuting Attorney 
Green in attendance from Millsboro. The po 

lice of this city have betn turnishéd with 
Tressier’s description. Mrs. Yerger offets a 
reward of $2,500, the County Court $100; and 
citizens $300; for the apprehension and arrést 
of the niurderer.

required to hear aod determine all 
appeais in a summary manner, to -aajust and 
correct tne assessment bouks, to determine as 


-tar as possible whether the property has been 


assessed at the true cash Value and in just pro- 
portion to the assessed vaiue of other prop 
erty in the city similarily situated. If the 
board proposes toincrese the assessment in 
any case notice thereof is required to be 
served on the owner, agent or representative 
of the property in question, if in the city, 
and such owner, etc., has the mien to be 
heard on the proposed increase. ‘he opera- 
tions of the bourd are limited to the determin- 
ation of questions of fact pertinent and ma- 
terial in adjusting, correcting and equalizing 
the valuatiun ot property and determining ap- 
peals. In his letter of the 30thinst. Mr. Pow- 
ers puts this question: ‘‘Has the Board of 
Equalization «authority to reduce an 
assessment inade against a roreign insurance 
company, under sectiun 6061 of the yzeaeral 
statutes, said company having failed to 
make the return specified in section 6060?"’

on the gross premiums, and to ascertain the 
amount thereof by diligent inquiry. In the 
ca-e referred to by Mr. Powers the autnority 
of the board is limited to inquiring into the 
amount of gross earnings. The tax levy must 
be placed on ssid amount when ascertained, 
under section 6061. The board has no power 
to direct that the delinquent company shall be 
assessed on the net premiums pursuant to 
section 6060. lt cannot relieve against the 
express terms of the statute.

The telegraphic? information that the no 
torious Dick Little had confessed his crimes 
and divulged the secrets of the James crowd, 
was quite sufficient to excite the people ot 
Jackson county, for, if the information is 
correct, it means a speedy dissolution ot 
the guerrilla gang which for twen- 
ty-two years has disgraced the State 
of Missouri. The singular fidelity of the citi- 
zens Of Independence and Kansas City to the 
James boys and their confreres has never 
been understood, but it should be remembered 
that in the cruel border warfare from 1860 to 
1864,the guerrillas zealously defended the peo. 
ple of Jackson county fromthe tyranny and 
oppression of the unbridledFederai forces that 
made frequent raids from Kansas 
for the purpose. of plunder and 
murder. For ten: years succeeding 
the war i¢ was a debt of gratitude, but the out- 
rageous conductiof the guerrillas during recent 
years has changed public sentiment, even 
among their most particular friends and sup- 
porters, and Kansas City has at last found it

ber figured conspicuously inthe daring deeds 
that followed the organization. In the 
sprin of 1861 the list was swelled 
by the addition of David Pool, John 
Jarrette, William Gregg, John Cvdger, 
Richard Burns, George Todd, George Shep- 
herd and Coleman Younger, and these new 
recruits are the men who made the yang mem- 
orable. In 1863 William Anderson was added 
to the list, and be alone murdered fifty-tnree 
men. Then came Archie Clemmens, a boy 
soldier, biue eyed and beardiess, whoin one 
short year eclipsed the record of every 
known guerrilla by killing fifty-four men. 
In April, 1863, Frank and Jesse James 
became attached to the Quantrell gang. 
Frank was then 18 years ofage and Jesse 16, 
but both deadly shots and intrepid fighters, 
They were always peculiar-looking men. Even 
in their manhood they have worn no beard, 
and were known by their prominent noses, 
thin visage, cold gray eyes ana larve ears. 
Though two years younger, Jesse James 
has achievea more reputation tuan 


his brother Frank, for he has more 


brains and more ability. Jesse possesses an’ 


intellectual head and face, with every linea- 
ment as fine as a woman’s, while Frank re- 
sembles a tall, anguiar country lady with bis 
first suit of store clothing. 
BEFORE THE WAR CLOSED

DICK LITTLE 

is a native Missourian, about 35 years of age, 
and as daring as either of the James boys. In 
fact, he has represented the brains of the or- 
ganization for several years, and was the last 
person ever suspected of giving his fellows 
away. His wife, however, is highly connected 
in Lafayette and Jackson counties, and has 
always been a noble and God fearing woman. 
Dick Little is 5 feet 8 inches high, has 
bionde hair and a larze blonde mustache, with 
eyes ofpale blue anu a short nose. In appear- 
ance he is likely to inspire confidence in any 
story he might tell to those unacquainted with 
his fearful history. This Dick Little has been 
recently confounded with James and 
John Little, who were at. the 
front of _ alli Quantreil’s  terribie 
crimes du the war.

AFTER THE WAR CLOSED, 

Jesse James received aterrible wound through 
one of his lungs,and lay for nearly a year,seen 
anc attended only by Dr. Lankford, of Kansas 
City, who nursed tim back to life and health. 
Since that occasion, Jesse and Frank James 
have never traveled together, aithough in 
daily communication and never far 
apart. Both mav have concocted 
dreadful deeds, but only one took the lead 
in the execution. Yesterday it#}jwas Frank who 
charged upon a passing train and rifled its ex- 
press packages; to-day it was Jesse. The 
reasons for this method are partially obvious. 
They always have a reserve force and can 
cope With the strongest of posses. The great- 
est reason that the James brothers travel apart 
is in pursuance of a solemn Oath that in cuse 
of treacherous murder of one brother his 
death may be avenged by thé remaining 
brother, It isimpossible to capture both at 
once, because they are never seen together. 


AN INTERESTING HISTORY 

of the origin and daring deeds of the lawless 
band that held sway in Western Missouri just 
after the war, one of the members of which is 
on trial to-day at Independence, was obtained 
last night from Officer Christ. Pulmer, of the 
Second District Sub-ttation, located in 
Lafavette Park. Officer Palmer was born any 
raised near the scenes of many of the boldest 
outrages, and in late years was thrown into 
close relations with the gang, havingtat one 
time leased eighty acres of Jundin partrer- 
ship witn Burns. Officer Palmer, Burns, Tvier 
and others of the gang at one time boarded 
together about two and one-half miles trom 
Independence. When the St. Louis Police 
Department determined to start out an expe 
dition in searchof the desperadoes Morgan 
soland, Louis Ost and Tom Purcell accom- 
panied Palmer, who had joined the depart 
ment and wno was famillar with every face in 
the band and every foot of ground in the 
vicinity. 

‘‘When the war broke out,’’ said Officer 
Palmer, ‘‘a man named Quantrell, whose 
deeds made him famons and feared in Western 
Missouri; started outjwith a band of guerrillas. 
Thetwo best shots inthecempanvy and most 
daring spirits were Frank and Jesse James. 
In 1864 Muj.. Johnson with 185 men attacked 
Quantrell’s gang onthe road to town. The 
goerrillas numbéred 150 and did not wait to 
defend, but swooped down, dropping the 
bridies and firing with both hands. Of the 
185 only 15escaped. Betweenthem Frank and 
Jesse James alone killed twenty men. Quan- 
trell lost three of his band. The war was over 
and they returned to Jackson county, 
but had got a taste for robbery, andon Febru- 
ary l4th, 1866, they committed the first of a se- 
ries which has made their deeds famous.

IN A FIT OF JEALOUSY 
she went to the cnief detective of the Chicago 
and Alton road, last August, just after the 
Blue Cut robbery, and ‘‘gave away’’ Clarke 
and his confederates, with whose names and 
deeds she was familiar. Clarke suspected ner 
intentions and fled. Ryan war cap- 
tured.
